Nixon, Russian Leaders 
Reach Two Agreements 


MOSCOW (AP) — President 
Nixon 
and 
Soviet 
leaders 
reached their first agreement 
of the Moscow summit meet­ 
ings today—measures for joint 
action against disease and pol­ 
lution. A Soviet spokes man said 
they then continued talks “in 
an unusual international atmos­ 
phere,’’ 
apparently meaning 
Vietnam. 
The first two accords to 
emerge from the week-long ses­ 
sions call for American-Soviet 
collaboration 
in 
combating 
dread diseases and other health 
menaces and in fighting all 
types of environmental pollu­ 
tion. 
A n n o u n c i n g this, Soviet 
spokesman 'Leonid M. Zamyatin 
said Nixon, Brezhnev and their 
associates held their first for­ 
mal conference in a “'frank and 
businesslike atmosphere.’* 
However, Zamyatin added, 
without elaborating, that the 
conferees found it “impossible 
to ignore the general inter­ 
national atmosphere.” 
Zamyatin did state anew that 
the Soviets, like the Americans, 
approach the summit talks with 
the aim of finding ways to co­ 
operate in promoting world 
peace. 
The initial agreements of the 
summit were drawn up for sig­ 
nature today—'the one on pollu­ 
tion by President Nixon aiid 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny 
and the other by Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and 
Health Minister Boris V. Pet­ 
rovsky. 
The two delegations met for 
nearly two hours this morning 
in the first formal session of 
the Soviet-American summit. 
One of the initial agreements, 
it was learned, would aim at

Reds’ Bridges 
SAIGON (AP) — U.S. fighter- 
bombers destroyed six bridges 
on North Vietnam’s northwest 
railway line to China and set 
off five large secondary ex­ 
plosions in an attack on the 
transformer station that sup­ 
plies power to military in­ 
stallations in the Hanoi area, 
the U.S. Command announced 
today. 
In the ground war, South 
Vietnamese forces reportedly 
repulsed new attacks on the 
northern defense line at the My 
Chanh river and on An Loo, 60 
miles north of Saigon. But 
much guerrilla fighting was re­ 
ported in the Mekong delta 45 
miles southeast of Saigon, and 
Viet Cong forces there were re­ 
ported to have seized about 30 
per cent of Dat Do, a district 
capital.

The second would provide for 
collaboration in > helping to 
clean up the global environ­ 
ment. 
Moments after a faraway 
chime sounded the hour of 11 
a.m. Nixon and Brezhnev led 
their delegations into the ornate 
Catherine Hall in the Grand 
Kremlin Palace from opposite 
sides of the big room. After ex­ 
changing hand clasps, small 
talk and smiles, they sat down 
facing each other across the 
conference table. 
Nixon was flanked by Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
and Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s assistant for nation­ 
al security .affairs. 
Sitting on either side of 
Brezhnev were President Ni­ 
kolai Podgorny and Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin. 
Before serious business be­ 
gan, Podgorny offered Nixon a 
package of Ukranian cigarettes, 
commenting, “They are not 
bad.” 
Nixon, who smokes an occa­ 
sional cigar, fingered the pack 
politely, then placed it back on 
the table. 
Nixon and Brezhnev held an 
unscheduled exploratory confer­ 
ence Monday shortly after the 
President’s arrival in Moscow. 
They met for nearly two hours 
in Brezhnev's Kremlin office 
for a “businesslike and frank” 
preliminary discussion of inter­ 
national problems and U.S.-So­ 
viet relations, White House 
press secretary Ronald L. Zieg­ 
ler reported. 
> The President and Mrs. Nix­ 
on were entertained on their 
first night in Moscow at an offi­ 
cial Kremlin dinner in the eve­ 
ning at which Nixon and Soviet 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny 
both talked of cooperating to 
restrain the arms race, pro­ 
mote world peace and seek 
friendlier 
relations 
between 
their two countries. 
Nixon and Podgorny also 
made veiled references to the 
Vietnam War without breaking 
any new ground. But Podgor- 
ny’s failure to mention Nixon’s 
order for the mining of North 
Vietnamese ports seemed to 
suggest that the war would 
cause no public pyrotechnics 
during the visit. 
Nixon, who said before his 
arrival that he believed the two 
governments were approaching 
the talks in a cooperative fash­ 
ion, told the dinner guests: 
“Because we are both to pro­ 
ceed on the basis of equality 
and mutual respect, we meet at 
a moment when we can make 
peaceful cooperation a reality.” 
In a similar vein, Podgorny 
said:“We approach these talks 
from realistic positions and will 
make every effort in accordance 
with the principles of our policy 
to achieve positive results and 
try to justify the hopes placed 
in ... the Soviet-American 
summit meeting.. . .” 
Nixon indirectly alluded to 
his frequent complaints about 
Soviet arms shipments to Hanoi 
by saying: 
“We should recognize ... 
that it is the responsibility of 
great powers to influence other 
nations in conflict or crisis to 
moderate their behavior.”

Blaze Damages 
Rider Home 
West Of Milroy 
Fire Monday night damaged 
the home of Mr, and Mrs. 
Harold Rider in Orange Town­ 
ship, 'three miles west of Milroy 
on Highway 244. 
The fire was extinguished by 
Milroy firemen who estimated 
$400 damage done to the Rider 
home. The blaze was reported 
to have been caused by a match 
that ignited and fell down be­ 
hind a dresser in the corner of 
a bedroom. 
Members of the Milroy Fire 
Department said they were 
handicapped by the failure of 
the fire phones to operate. They 
stated that Paul Kuhn, a neigh­ 
bor of the Riders, was forced, 'to 
drive into Milroy and report the 
blaze. It was then learned that 
the fire phones also were not 
working in Milroy, and it was 
necessary to call several fire­ 
men individually. 
The alarm was received at 
10 p.m. and 20 men and two 
trucks went to the Rider home 
where they were successful in 
quelling the flames. The firemen 
were back at the station about 
11 p.m. They said that this was 
the second time in three months 
that the Milroy fire phones have 
faded to function. 
Senator’s Wife 
Balks At Taxes 
GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 
— The wife of Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich., says she will 
make no more payments on her 
income tax as a protest against 
the war in Vietnam, Booth 
Newspapers said Monday. 
In a copyright story from 
their Washington bureau, the 
eight Michigan newspapers re­ 
ported that Jane Hart wrote the 
Internal Revenue Service on 
May 10 saying she is refusing 
to make any more payments. 
in writing the IRS, Mrs. Hart 
said she is “ready to accept 
any sanctions that apply.” She 
said she put the money in a 
special bank account instead of 
paying it to the IRS. 
Hart said he and his wife are 
in “total agreement” on the 
war, he said he opposes non­ 
payment of taxes as a means of 
protest. 
“I respect her decision al­ 
though I don’t agree with it.,” 
the senator said. 
IRS Commissioner Johnnie 
M. Walters declined comment 
on how the agency will react.

The board made public a let­ 
ter sent by Richard J. O’Melia, 
director of its bureau of en­ 
forcement, to all newspapers of 
Bremer Is 
- 
Indicted In 
Shooting 


BALTIMORE, Md. (AP)— 
Federal and state indictments 
were returned against Arthur 
H. Bremer today in connection 
with the shooting of Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace and 
wounding of three other per­ 
sons. 
U.S. Atty. George Beail said 
the federal grand jury in­ 
dictment charged Bremer with 
violating Wallace’s civil rights 
under the 1968 Civil Rights Act 
by assaulting a candidate for 
federal office, assault upon a 
federal officer and illegal trans­ 
portation of a handgun. 
Arraignment on the federal 
charges is scheduled for 10 
a m. Wednesday. 
The 21-year old Milwaukee 
man is being held in Baltimore 
County jail under $200,000 bond. 
He was arrested shortly after 
Wallace was shot during a 
campaign appearance at a Lau­ 
rel, Md., shopping center May 
15. Wallace, who is paralyzed 
from the waist down, remains 
in a hospital at Silver Spring. 
In addition to Wallace and 
the Secret Service agent, two 
other persons — an Alabama 
state trooper and a Wallace 
campaign 
worker—were 
in­ 
jured in the shooting. 
At least three threats against 
Bremer have been received 
since his arrest eight days ago. 
Bremer is heavily^uarded by 
FBI agents. Jail officials said 
the former busboy has been 
well behaved. __

In his letter to the news­ 
papers, O’Melia said unscru­ 
pulous charter promoters have 
often used advertising media to 
solicit young people for illicit 
charter flights to Europe, and 
last year such illegal flights re­ 
sulted in stranding thousands of 
students abroad. 
'Declaring that the 'board was 
anxious to prevent any repeti­ 
tion this summer, O’Melia said: 
“We are not attempting to in­ 
terfere with your advertising 
department’s procedures with 
regards to acceptance of adver­ 
tisements. 
“We do know, however, that 
a majority of newspapers will 
not accept ads outside their 
trading area unless they are 
processed by bona fide agency 
that assumes responsibility for 
the ad. 
“We are aware, too, that a 
majority of newspapers will re­ 
ject advertisements which are 
susceptible of improper use.” 
O’Melia said numerous de­ 
ceptive charter advertisements 
had appeared in the daily 
press, particularly in special 
travel sections. He said they 
were submitted on behalf of a 
relatively small number of very 
active charter organizers who 
promote these charter flights 
without contracts.

The extended forecast calls 
for considerable cloudiness in 
northern Indiana and partly 
cloudy skies south Thursday 
and Friday. Warm tempera­ 
tures, with a chance of showers 
and thundershowers also are 
predicted for Thursday and Fri­ 
day.Partly cloudy skies with 
warm temperatures are fore­ 
cast for Saturday, race day in 
Indianapolis.

Javits Says Wendell Willkie’s 
Influence, Policy Still Alive 


Senator Jacob Javits, speak­ 
ing to an estimated 2500 people 
in Rush Memorial gymnasium 
Monday afternoon, said. “The 
only soil in which liberty can 
grow is that of united people. 
We must have faith that the 
welfare of one is the welfare 
of all. We must acknowledge 
that all are equal before God 
and before the law.” 
Javits was quoting Wendell L. 
Willkie, in whose memory the 
event at the gymnasium was 
held, and was attended by slate 
and national notables, and cov­ 
ered by news media of all seg­ 
ments. 
“Wendell Willkie’s greatest 
love was for the American peo­ 
ple, for the preservation of the 
free institutions under which we 
are privileged to live.” Javits 
said. Quoting perhaps the most 
famous of Willkie’s statements, 
“Only the productive are strong, 
only the strong are free,” Jav­ 
its paid respect to the business 
acumen of Wendell L. Willkie. 
“I have enormous faith in the 
redemptive power of business 
and the private enterprise sys­ 
tem. It is completely compati­ 
ble with all the liberalism which 
I have, and am proud of, just 
as it was for Willkie.” 
In his introduction of Senator 
Javits, Philip Willkie said it was 
his pleasure to have campaign­ 
ed for Javits on the streets of 
New York the first time he ran 
for office. Philip drew a paral- 
el in the philosphy of Senator 
Javits and that of his father, 
who was the presidential candi­ 
date in 1940 against Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 
Javits’ brother, Benjamin was 
Willkie’s eastern manager in the 
1940 campaign against Roosevelt 
and Willkie’s widow, a New 
York City resident, was chair­ 
man of Javits’ first campaign 
for Congress. 
“I feel very deeply for Wen­ 
dell Willkie,” Javits said. “I 
am honored and privileged to' 
say something in memoriam on 
this occasion.” 
Javits pointed out that Wendell 
Willkie was a “shatterer of tra­ 
dition,” and that he “responded 
beautifully to the call of the 


people,” and described him as 
a prophet of his time. 
Javits had high praise for Wil- 
likie’s views on America's re­ 
sponsibilities in the world as a 
whole. He quoted Willkie as say­ 
ing the problems of poverty and 
destitution of the Far East are 
as close to American shores as 
“New York is to San Francisco” 
The speaker pointed at the 
danger of using domestic diffi­ 
culties, our poverty stricken and 
hungry, these responsibilities at 
home, as excuses for isolation­ 
ism. These are indeed respon­ 
sibilities, Javits said, but “may 
none-the-less, be invoked as an 
excuse for avoiding world re­ 
sponsibilities which may well 
jeopardize their security and 
freedom.’" This, he said, is the 
message of Wendell L. Willkie. 
Concerning Nixon’s recent trip 
to China and the present one to 
Russia, Javits said they are 
“grounded in Wendell Willkie’s 
philosophy of responsible inter­ 
nationalism.” 
Javits said Willkie warned 
against suppression of minority 
thinking and expression. This is 
to “freeze society and prevent 
progress, for the majority is 
stimulated by existence of min­ 
ority groups.” 
To point up that Wendell Wil- 
likie differed with the president

of the United States even in 
pressing times, Javits cited Wil­ 
lkie’s crusade for an opening 
of a second "front in World War 
II in a show of strength to our 
allies ai a time when Roosevelt 
was against this action. 
Such statements from Willkie 
incurred the displeasure of Pre­ 
sident Roosevelt, but Wendell 
Willkie continued to make them 
“What an analogy this is, with 
those who would condemn some 
among us who question the de­ 
cisions taken regarding the tw*- 
sent Viet Nam war as some oe- 
efficiency of patriotism...those 
of us who say that this is not 
our war, this is a war in which 
we are aiding an ally, a war 
in which we were dedicated to 
withdraw, and yet we now seem 
to have taken some very broad 
change in policy, with a renew­ 
ed aspect upon that part of the 
war which underwrites the gov­ 
ernment of South Vietnam. This 
is no time for a Vietnam speech, 
but it is only an illustration of 
why I and many other legisla­ 
tors are inspired by Wendell 
Willkie. Wre do not feel that, 
because we support the Presi­ 
dent, and I do, there is any 
reason for muting that degree 
of eritism which is of the great­ 
est interest .to the nation and 
total national interests. We 
are a people wfio can be intense­ 
ly patriotic in the midst of the 
most intense debate,..” 
In regard to the common feel­ 
ing abroad that this country is 
sharply divided, Javits had this 
to say, “Tyrants beware. Do 
not misjudge America. We have 
not lost our marbles. We may 
have gotten more provident, 
more sophisticated, more deeply 
concerned with the meaning of 
human life, but Americans still 
value liberty above their own 
lives.” 
Calvin Brandt, represented 
Governor Edgar Whitcomb in 
bringing good wishes to Rush 
County in its sesquieentenmal 
observance, and in congratu­ 
lating the community in honor­ 
ing “one of the finest Hoosiers 
and greatest Americans.”

Freddie Lewis Named MVP 
Of 1972 ABA Playoffs Monday

INDIANAPOLIS

— 
Freddie Lewis, a man whose 
confidence and abilities led the 
Indiana Pacers to their second 
American Basketball Associ­ 
ation championship in three 
years, is a bit numb today. 
The Pacer team captain was 
named most valuable player of 
the 1972 ABA playoffs Monday, 
an honor that “caught me by 
surprise.” 
The six-foot guard, who car­ 
ried a 15.4 season average into 
the playoffs, was the shining 
light as the Pacers edged by 
Denver and Utah for the West­ 
ern Division playoff title and 
then beat the New York Nets 4- 
2 in the championship best-of- 
seven series. 
“I didn’t think I would be 
chosen (MVP),” Lewis said 
slowly. “I thought maybe it' 
would be (Pacer teammate) 
Roger (Brown) or Rick Barry” 
of the Nets. 
“I found out about it this 
afternoon.” he said Monday. 
“It really didn’t dawn on me, 
the importance of it, until my 
best friends, Harrison Hunter 
and James Haywood, called to 
congratulate me. They heard 
about it on the radio.” 
The affable backcourt ace of 
the Pacers, called by Indiana 
Coach 
Bob 
Leonard 
“our 
steadiest performer,” said he 
was speechless when first given 
the news. 
“I didn’t know what to think. 
Why me? What is this? I think 
it is the greatest honor I’ve 
ever had.” 
He had to qualify that re­ 
mark though, ranking it along 
with winning the championship 
itself: “I had about the same 
feeling because I wanted to win 
the championship so badly.” 
Lewis,, who lives here with 
his wife Inez and children Shari 
and Benji, said he plans to 
spend the summer in In­ 
dianapolis “working with un­ 
derprivileged kids in basketball 
clinics.” 
Now 27, Lewis said he hopes 
to play ball at least “another 
six years.” 
L e w i s , 
a 
native 
of 
McKeesport, Pa., and a gradu­ 


ate of Arizona State, came to 
the Pacers in the 1967-68 season 
after his rookie year with the 
Cincinnati Royals of the Nation­ 
al Basketball Association. 
Lewis saw limited action with 
the Royals but blossomed in the 
new league where he has been 
a fixture in the Pacers’ back- 
court, carrying an 18-point av­ 
erage over the past five years. 
In the ABA championship 
series against the Nets this 
year, he was the leading scorer 
with 137 points. In the crucial 
fifth game, Lewis rallied In­ 
diana from 20 points down and 
sank two free throws with nine 
seconds left to give the Pacers 
a 100-99'victory. 
Leonard 
said 
after 
that 
game, “He (Lewis) is our best 
guard. He’s won more games 
for us than anybody else.” 
After Lewis missed the first 
try at the free throw' line, there 
was “absolutely no doubt in my 
mind” he would sink the next 
two, Leonard said. Lewis hit 
the next shot and sank the 
bonus to give Indiana the victo­ 
ry.Those clinching shots were a 
replay of the seventh game of 
Indiana’s opening playoff series 
against Denver. Lewis hit two 
free throws in the closing sec­ 
onds of that game, also, to send 
the Pacers into the West Divi­ 
sion finals against Utah. 
Against the Stars, Lewis 
proved to be the game-saver 
again, as he scored 24 points, 
grabbed 12 rebounds, handed 
out six assists and hit two foul 
shots with 24 seconds left for 
the winning points in the sev­ 
enth game. 
For the entire playoffs this 
year, Lewis averaged 19.2 
points and 4.2 assists for In­ 
diana’s 20 games. He scored at 
a. 47 per cent clip from the 
floor. 
Lewis summed up the season 
and the playoffs by saying, “I 
always thought we had the tal­ 
ent to win it... and (as team 
captain) I felt it was my job to 
pass on that spirit to the other 
guys. 1 talked to them and tried 
to give them the confidence 
needed to win.”

Jack Kemp 
Cautions 
Owners, Players

NEW YORK (AP) — Jack 
Kemp, the first National Foot­ 
ball. League player ever elected 
to Congress, has issued a call 
for pro football’s bickering own­ 
ers and players to solve their 
own problems without the help 
of the nation’s lawmakers. 
Warning that the “time is ab­ 
solutely at a crisis,” the Re­ 
publican 
congressman 
from 
Erie County, N.Y., cautioned 
the owners and players assem­ 
bled at the Pro Football 
Writers dinner here Monday 
night about congressional inter­ 
vention. 
The former quarterback for 
the Buffalo Bills noted that 
there were 20 to -25 bills pend­ 
ing in congress dealing with 
various aspects of professional 
sports and emphasized that if 
pro football’s problems “are 
not solved from within they are 
going to be attempted to be 
solved by congress. 
“The answers have to come 
from within the sport. The 
people on the outside do not 
have the same understanding 
or perspective about the busi­ 
ness. The answer is not more 
law's. The answer is to have the 
problems handled within the 
business itself.” 
In calling for the owners and 
players to reconcile their prob­ 
lems—some of which deal with 
the option clause, artificial turf 
and the fining of players— 
Kemp noted that there are 
“more things that unite the 
players with the owners than 
not.” 
Kemp’s remarks were made 
before all of the owners assem­ 
bled here for the annual NFL 
meetings and came at the end 
of a day during which Ed Gar­ 
vey, the executive director of 
the NFL Players’ Association, 
appeared before the owners. 
There w-as no public pro­ 
nouncement of what Garvey 
had said to the owners. 
The owners spent Monday in 
committee and today were ex­ 
pected to begin tackling some 
of the constitutional and rules 
changes that have been pro­ 
posed. 
One of toe changes calls for a 
tie being counted as one-half 
game won and one-half game 
lost in the standings.

The funny thing is 
that people come down into the 
pit area to make sure Nitro 
Nellie is a woman. Many don’t 
believe it at first.” 
For the moment, she is driv­ 
ing “funny cars,” although she 
hopes to be racing “rails” 
sometime next year. 
“Funny cars” are doorless, 
unibody vehicles of fiberglass 
that burn highly volatile fuel 
mixtures, They 
have 
disc 
brakes in the rear, and a para­ 
chute to help in toe braking. . 
There are two classes of 
“funny cars” — Single-A, 
which accelerate up to 180 
miles per hour in eight seconds, 
and Double-A, which move to 
220 m.p.h. in seven seconds. 
“Rails” are long, needle­ 
nosed drag racers with room in 
the hack only for the driver 
and the engine, 
The Goins own their $18,000 
dragster “but it took a lot of 
hard work, baby,” said Nellie. 
“This is really an expensive 
hobby and we have the only 
self-supporting race car on the 
circuit,” she said. 
The Goins have paid for ev­ 
erything involved in Nellie’s 
racing, from toe Asphalt-grip­ 
ping tires to the uniforms man­ 
dated for the driver and pit 
crew. And Nellie’s asbestos fire- 
suit-uniform. alone cost nearly 
$500.

top of the legal profession, the federal 
judiciary. This seems strange, for laws, 
though they are written in lawyer talk, 
are generally not hard to understand. 
Breaches of the peace are carefully de­ 
fined: a murderer can read therein his 
own description: and a juror might 
normally be expected to understand the 
rules against blackmail, extortion, and 
kidnaping. 
It's the federal judges who have diffi­ 
culty reading the law. For instance, this 
week, a U. S. jurist in Buffalo turned 
loose some terrorists who had attempted 
to destroy that city in what they nad 
called a “peace” riot. The judge openly 
sided with the defendants, saying they 
loved their country better than people 
who didn't tear up Buffalo. 
This week, a federal judge practically 
freed the people who directed the riots 
at the Democratic National Convention 
in 1968: and indeed, they may soon 
achieve places of honor in our society; 
for the leading Democratic Presidential 
candidate has promised to invite them to 
dinner at the White House. 
A federal judge got up in the middle 
of the night to turn a Soviet spy loose 
in New York, and we really mean loose. 
He can go back to the Soviet Union with 
the understanding that he’ll come back 
voluntarily for trial. Fat chance! 
In Fort Wayne, a high-ranking jurist 
has told the Employment Security Di­ 
vision that it must allow agitators full 
access to all persons seeking compensa­ 
tion. even inside the division offices. Ob­ 
jective of the agitators, of course, is to 
line up a bunch of idle but subsidized 
persons to create even more rioting and 
disorder in our country, to demand more 
from the public treasury, and to make 
the orderly administration of public af­ 
fairs impossible. 
One wonders why sections of the 
country have not abandoned any confi­ 
dence In the judiciary and simply resur­ 
rected the old vigilante tradition. If the 
present trend continues, we can see a 
total breakdown occurring and a re­ 
surgence of kangaroo courts, night- 
rider law, and lynching. And those will be 
more orderly and more fair than the 
present tendency of the federal courts to 
turn the country over to bandits, terror­ 
ists, and Communists.

shows, and cartoon shows still 
are the building blocks most of­ 
ten used, CBS will quietly drop 
Walter 
Cronkite’s 
“ You 
Are 
There” series about great mo­ 
ments in history. NBC has can­ 
celled “ Mr. Wizard” and has 
cut 
its 
enthusiastically 
ex­ 
ploited “Take a Giant Step” 
from an hour to 30 minutes. 
ABC will stick with its two en­ 
tries in the prestige stakes, 
“Curiosity Shop” and “ Make a 
Wish” for another season. 
All of them arrived on net­ 
work schedules last September 
in the wake of especially force­ 
ful criticism of the quality of 
the week-end morning sched­ 
ules—old 
'theatrical 
cartoons, 
situation comedy reruns and 
other short subjects designed to 
keep the kids quiet while the 
adults 
slept late, retiled the 
kitchen or painted the guest 
room. 
Part of the general uplift af­ 
fecting the networks was stimu­ 
lated by he success of “Se­ 
same Street” on the nation’s 
educational stations. This was

Coleman 
believes that it was a very mis­ 
leading report; that we are 
making progress; and that 'the 
state should be ranked slightly 
above average. 
Coleman said: “The Federal 
government wants us to staff 
this office with many experts. 
We have experts in the Board 
of Health on emergency medi­ 
cal service; competen! 'people 
in Data processing; a good man 
on driver’s education in the of­ 
fice of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and we do 
have co-operation. I can’t see 
duplication of effort and double 
salaries.” 
Indiana must 'be doing some­ 
thing right in safety. The Na­ 
tional Safety Council reports 
that the first three months of 
this year were the deadliest first 
quarter in the history of U. S. 
traffic safety. A total of 11,880 
persons died in traffic mishaps 
from January 'through March.

200 Arrested 
During Protest 
At Pentagon 
WASHINGTON (AP) - More 
than 200 antiwar demonstrators 
were arrested at the Pentagon 
Monday, but protest organizers 
failed to muster a crowd large 
enough to disrupt activity at 
the giant military offica build­ 
ing. 
The demonstration had been 
billed as an effort to blockade 
the complex and prevent work­ 
ers from entering but only a 
few protesters appeared during 
the morning rush hour. 
The 
crowd massed outside 
the building swelled, to about 1,- 
000 by noon and about 100 pro­ 
testers locked arms and movsd 
suddenly to rush the Pentagon 
steps at mid-afternoon. 
O f f i c e r s 
on 
horseback 
quashed the drive and routed 
the 
remaining 
demonstrators. 
More than 200 were carried 
away in military buses and ar­ 
rested on disorderly conduct 
charges, police said. 
Some officers grabbed pro­ 
testers 
by 
their 
hair 
and 
dragged them across an as­ 
phalt 
parking 
lot, 
witnesses 
said, 
but, 
generally, 
officers 
acted with more 'restraint. 
Police used tear gas to dis­ 
perse the crowd, gathered to 
protest administration policies 
on the Vietnam war. 
The protest drew far fewer 
demonstrators 
than 
several 
previous rallies. One of the or­ 
ganizers, Dr. Sidney Peck, at­ 
tributed the small numbers to 
the lack of an atmosphere of 
immediate crisis and fears of a 
confrontation with police.

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Test Shows Adding Zip Code 


Fails To Sneed Mail Service 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Add­ 
ing that five-digit zip code to 
first-class 
or 
airmail 
letters 
doesn’t guarantee earlier deliv­ 
ery, a new nationwide test of 
mail service discloses. 
The mailing of nearly 800 test 
letters by six Associated Press 
bureaus in as many cities na­ 
tionwide 
showed 
that 
eight 
times out of 10 letters without 
zip codes reached their destina­ 
tions as fast or faster than zip- 
coded letters 
mailed at the 
same time and place. 
A similar survey conducted 
15 
months 
earlier 
produced 
about the same conclusions. 
Officials of the U.S. Postal 
Service say that zip codes pri­ 
marily were introduced to aid 
in processing mail, make pos­ 
sible the hiring of less skilled 
persons without having to train 
them intensively and allow a 
shift to optical sorting machin­ 
es. 
“Not a great many are in op­ 
eration now, but we are adding 
them as rapidly as they can be 
produced and installed,” said 
Joseph F. Jones, director of the 
Postal Service’s Office of Logis­ 
tics. “The zip code will play an 
increasingly 
important 
role, 
and allow us to employ more 
persons with less skills.” 
The 
AP 
survey 
also 
in­ 
dicated: 
—Spending the extra three 
cents for an 
airmail 
stamp 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
guarantee 
quicker delivery. In the case of 
45 per cent of the letters in the 
survey, the1 airmail letters were 
delivered at the same time as 
first-class ones. 
—Considerable variations ex­ 
ist in delivery time, often not 
related to distances involved. 
For example, 
letters 
mailed 
from Los Angeles to Washing­ 
ton reached the capital faster 
than those mailed from Wash­ 
ington or New York to Los An­ 
geles. 
—In three of the test cities, 
St. 
Louis, 
Los 
Angeles 
and 
Houston, 
the 
Postal. 
Service 
handled local letters in an aver­ 
age of one day. The average 
time in St. 
Louis was 20Vb 
hours, compared to 33 in Wash­ 
ington. 
—Since the Postal Service 
does not generally operate on 
Saturday afternoon and Sun­ 
day, Friday is the poorest day 
to mail letters. In most cases 
they are not delivered until 
Monday morning; in at least a 
dozen cases delivery was de­ 
layed until. Tuesday. 
“We are trying to improve 
the weekend problem which has 
been acute,** Jones said. 
The AP survey was designed 
to test long-distance as well as 
local service, involving Chicago 
in addition to the cities already 
named. Here’s how it was con­ 
ducted: 
At 10 a.m. on Monday, each 
of the six bureaus mailed a to­ 
tal of 22 letters, two to itself 
and four to each of the other 
five bureaus. Both letters ad­ 
dressed to the bureau of origin 
bore first-class 
postage; 
one 
carried the zip code and. the 
other didn't. 
Of the letters sent to the oth­ 
er bureaus, one first-class let­ 
ter had a zip code, one first- 
class was without the zip, one 
airmail letter had a zip code 
and 
one 
airmail 
letter 
was 
without it. 
A like assortment of 22 let­ 
ters was mailed by each bu­ 
reau again at 5 p.m. Monday, 
then at the same two times on 
Wednesday and Friday—yield­ 
ing a 12-letter test of local serv- 
/ice and a 720-letter test of long­ 
distance service. 
Receiving bureaus logged the 
hour and day each letter ar­ 
rived. Like most businesses in 
urban areas, the bureaus get 
their mail two or more times a 
day. 
Jones agreed that problem 
areas exist, and said the serv­ 
ice has just initiated a program 
to analyze them one by one and 
correct the deficiencies. 
The AP survey indicated that 
local service has been speeded 
up within, the past 15 months. 
The survey in. early 1971 pro­ 
duced only one city, Houston, 
which handled local letters in 
an average of one day. This 
year Houston, Los Angeles and 
St. Louis matched or surpassed 
that. , 
But there were lapses: one

letter in Houston and one in 
Washington tok €3 hours to de­ 
liver, and one in I.os Angeles 67 
hours—more than 2*a days in 
each case. 
In the survey, half the letters 
had zip codes and half didn’t. A 
comparison of arrival times of 
each pair of letters showed: 
—19 per cent of the letters 
with zip codes arrived first. 
—64 per cent of the letters 
with, zip codes arrived at the 
same time as those without zip 
codes. 
—17 per cent of the letters 
with zip codes arrived later 
than letters without zip codes. 
These 
percentages 
varied 
only slightly from those pro­ 
duced in the survey 15 months 
earlier. 
The survey also compared ar­ 
rival times of pairs of airmail 
and first-class letters mailed at 
the same time. It found: 
—46 per cent of the airmail 
letters got to their destinations 
ahead of the companion first- 
class letters. 
—45 per cent of the airmail 
letters reached their destina­ 
tions at the same time as the 
first-class letters. 
—9 per cent of the airmail 
letters arrived later than first- 
class.

India Among 
Lands Hard Hit 
By Drought

NABAGHARA, India (AP) — 
“I worry more about the cows 
than about myself,” Haripada 
Bhandari said as he led a skin­ 
ny 
animal 
slowly 
across 
a 
baked West Bengal jute field. 
The field was gray and bare, 
parched by weeks of drought 
The sun overhead was blister­ 
ing. 
Scarcely 
a patch of green 
could be seen along the 22-milt 
stretch from Calcutta to Nabag- 
hara, although it is the season 
when 
young 
rice 
and 
jute 
plants should be sprouting ev­ 
erywhere. 
Since 
mid-April, 
tempera­ 
tures have ranged between 110 
and 120 degrees, drying up ca­ 
nals, rivers and wells and con­ 
verting 
cultivated fields 
into 
gray wastelands. 
Such conditions exist through­ 
out eastern and northern India. 
Nearly 200 persons have died 
from 
drought-related 
causes, 
according to figures compiled 
Friday. 
Nabaghara and other commu­ 
nities near Calcutta are among 
the hardest hit. 
Even in an area accustomed 
to 
natural 
disasters, 
this 
drought is devastating. 
Wells serving half of West 
Bengal’s 44 million people have 
dried up. Large sections of Cal­ 
cutta, the teeming state capital, 
face water crises that will end 
only with the coming of the 
monsoons in the next few days 
or weeks. 
Nabaghara’s 3,000 or so citi­ 
zens were luckier than most. 
Their single well, dry for three 
weeks, was restored Thursday, 
giving them their first clean 
water since the drougth set in. 
They had been filtering muddy 
river water through cloth for 
drinking. 
People crowded around the 
well as it was declared ready 
for use. Village leaders organ­ 
ized the people and told them 
they could drink as much as 
they wished, then dunk their 
heads in the clear water.

Good Education 
Doesn’t Always 
Mean Good Job

NEW YORK (A P ) — “ Go to 
college son, get a good educa­ 
tion and you’ll always have a 
good job.” That counsel has 
been given to millions of young 
Americans. 
The assumption is made that 
a, good education equals a good 
white-collar job and security, 
while a poor education m eans 
much less pay in a blue-collar 
job and a much greater likeli­ 
hood of unemployment. 
Shrewd observers of employ­ 
ment trends now realize that 
while this is often so, it isn’t 
necessarily 
so. 
Blue-collar 
workers are capable of making 
“ big” money, while some pro­ 
fessionals are without jobs. 
Moreover, as mobile Ameri­ 
cans seek to scram ble up tba 
ladder via education, the com­ 
petition 
for 
professional 
and 
technical jobs might grow stif- 
fer, perhaps even leaving less 
competition 
for 
more 
menial 
jobs. 
In the three years from Feb­ 
ruary 1969 to February 1972, 
according to the Labor D epart­ 
m ent 
regional 
office 
here, 
unemployment 
among 
profes­ 
sional 
and 
technical 
workers 
rose 
far 
more 
rapidly 
than 
among all workers. 
It isn’t that the opportunities 
aren’t opening up, it says. The
